DXN I've ever had to deal with, except maybe for 
when my computer hard drive completely crashed 
a few years ago: columns didn’t show up, last- 
minute changes and article deletions had to be 
made, and worst of all an article imported into the 
layout corrupted the document, making it impos- 
sible to print it ... and I just had to delete it and 
start over from scratch. So what’s left is a pitiful 12 
pages, but at least what’s here is useful. I think. 

There have been a number of corrections, up- 
dates, additions, deletions, etc., to addresses on the 
back page as well as the DDXD-East address. Be 
sure to consult the latest DXN when sending in- 
quiries or checks to NRC officials’ addresses. 

Old DXN’‘s ... Ray Nemec (and others in the 
past) have indicated from time to time that they 
are willing to part with back issues of DXN, some- 
times numbering into the hundreds. Ray, for ex- 
ample says that his date back into the ‘80’s and 
number over 600. He’s willing to give some or all 
of them a good home and wanted to save them 
from the recycler but wonder what the best way to 
dispose of them would be? 

First, DXN’s published, say, during the last 15 
years, don’t seem to fare well at.convention auc- 
tions, so there’s really no point in transporting them 
nor paying shipping costs for them to the current 
convention host. And of course I maintain a small 
inventory of DXN’s from 1988 on for replacement 
purposes for members. 

On the other hand, we occasionally receive re- 
quests for specific volumes of DXN’s. So I'd say 
that NRC members wishing to dispose of back is- 
sues of DX magazines should state whether or not 
they are willing to break up volumes; what it 
would cost to ship some or all DXN’s, and ask for 
shipping cost reimbursement (round up the fig- 
ure a little to account for packaging materials). I 
don’‘thave a strong feeling for the point in the past 
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where DXN’s regi to accrue calletite value and 
worth more than the price of shippifg, but per- 
haps 25 years or older would be a starting point.

Some Comments: From Ron Bailey “Well, this contest has certainly been an interesting experience 
for me. I’ve logged a total of 99 new ones and confirmed 62 call sign changes. This brings my Domes- 
tic total to 1529, my overall total to 1602, and my Graveyard totals to 214! I will probably slack off a bit 
now, but will continue to search for all-time new ones and will keep you up to date with my progress. 
Should I be lucky enough to win the WRTH Handbook, please disqualify me from winning any fur- 
ther prizes in this contest. I would also like to donate a prize to a deserving participant. 

“During the month of December I concentrated on Regional and Graveyard frequencies to pile up 
more points until I felt I had squeezed out about all of them I could. I had fairly good luck with the 
Regionals, but the Graveyarders were a bit tougher than I thought they would be. I didn’t get open- 
ings into the Ohio area which I expected until they had their big snow storm on 12/22-23. Each day it 
was more difficult to identify target stations on my list. As a result I went back to logging more clears 
by picking the proper time and direction. I finally logged XERF with a full ID in SS complete with call, 
frequency, watts of power, city and slogan! However, nearly all of my all-time-new stations were 
logged by accident rather than on purpose! 

“Also, [know I heard WPRA in Mayaguez on 990 from 2200 to 2230 UTC on 28 December but could 
not get enough to ID them properly. It was right at their sunset and the gray line was in almost perfect 
alignment to me. I've listened every day since but have not yet heard any more SS on the frequency. I 
also listened on 1660 around that time for WGIT but no luck. 

“Well, I’ve really enjoyed it but I’m feeling a bit sleep deprived and actually went to bed at 9 p.m. 
New Year’s Eve, hi! Thanks for your efforts.” 

My congratulations to Ron, and I would like to encourage the other participants to continue their 
logging and submitting them. The breakdown of distances records on all the frequencies will be forth- 
coming; the tables are prepared, and I still need some more time to format them for Paul to be able to 
publish them in DX News. 73.
